W A SH ING TO N, Oct. 13.—The d e­ 
partm ent of com m erce, bureau of 
vital atatlstlcs, an n ou nces that the 
1925 death rate for C alifornia was 
1359 per 100,900 population, com par­ 
ed w ith 1452 in 1924. T h is decrease 
In 1925 Is partially accounted for by 
decreases in the death rates from 
tuberculosis, all form s, from 155 to 
142 per 100,000 population: 
d ip h ­ 
theria, from IR to 7: pneum onia, all 
form s, from 96 to 85; m easles, from 
8 to I: diarrhea and en teritis, under 
2 years, from 35 to 29; cancer, from 
131 to 127, and typhoid and p ara­ 
typhoid fever, from § to 3. Increases 
in 1925 were show n in the

groves or, lf necessary, m ay es­ 
tablish a branch or tw o or a v a­ 
riety for pollination purposes from 
th# tops of trees of standard v a ­ 
rieties.

The map is th* m ost complete 
ever published by the 
commssion 
and is on a scale of 15 miles to the 
Inch, beng 41 by 62 inches In di­ 
mension. Unusual effort has been 
made toward making this map com­ 
plete and accurate as to boundary 
lines, township and range lines, lo­ 
cations of cities, towns, waterways, 
mountain ranges and peaks. R ail­ 
roads and other transportation fa­ 
cilities have been given particular 
attention, and as shown on the map, 
are as nearly correct as it is pos­ 
sible to locate them. 
Much general 
Information 
and 
statistics are given on the map and, 
for the first time, all available a ir­ 
plane landing fields are shown com­ 
pletely in the general index of cit­ 
ies. 
The map is printed in nine colors. 
Large scale insert 
maps 
of 
the 
metropolitan areas of Ban 
F ran­ 
cisco, Los Angeles, San Diego and 
Sacramento and vicinity are 
in ­ 
cluded on the map. 
Th# effect of plastic relief is given 
the map through printing a 
fine 
half-tone over print of olive green 
for the mountain ranges. National 
parks and bird refuges are shown 
in light purple. Indian reservations 
are indicated In brown tint, 
and 
m ilitary and government 
reserves 
are shown in red. Boundaries of the 
state and counties are indicated in 
yellow. All lakes and open water are 
shown in light blue, while five col­ 
ors are used to show 
steam 
and 
electric interurban 
railways. 
The 
boundaries of forest reserves 
are 
also indicated. 
The population of all 
villages, 
towns and cities, according to the 
1920 federal census, is given 
and 
they are listed with an Indication 
index as to 
location, 
making 
It 
simple to locate anyone on the map. 
Authentic lists of steam and elec­ 
tric railroads and 
their 
mileage 
are also given. Prim ary and second­ 
ary highways throughout the state 
are shown in distinctive colors. 
The map is issued in two styles, 
one, on heavy bond paper,

may be folded to pocket else,

No. 16 is designed 
to provide

aries of superior judges.

It is th is so rt of business prac- 
tive th a t it Is sought to prevent, 
by th is act.

Few men who were boys in the closing decades 
of the nineteenth century will read of the death of 
H enry M. Stanley's widow w ithout recalling the 
thrill of the A frican adventures th a t m ade Stanley 


j their hero. 
Stanley, a fte r an adventurous youth, w as a re ­ 
porter on the New York H erald while Dr. David 
Livingstone w as doing m issionary and exploring w ork 
j rn Africa. 
A long period passed w ithout word .from 
'tragic fate in the h eart of the dark continent. 
Jam es Gordon B ennett, publisher of the H erald. 
sent for Stanley, and gave him the terse order: 
I 'Find Livingstone.” 
W ithout further instructions, 
Stanley 
w ent 
to 
Africa, organized an exploring party and m ade his 
way to UJIJi, an inland native village, where he found 
Dr. Livingstone, ill b u t not a t all ready to be re s­ 
cued. 
W hen Stanley returned and made his report It 
created a sensation. 
It was long before the age 
when m arvels of invention made travel com paratively 
easy. 
The explorer had to depend entirely upon a 
train of native carriers and his 
n courage and re ­ 
sourcefulness. 
So well did Stanley accomplish his m ission th at it 
led to his em ploym ent 
in 
successive 
trip s 
Into 
Africa, w here he did exploring w ork th a t ranked far 
higher in im portance than his search for Livingtone, 
but which never held such high appeal in public 
esteem . And, after being the hero of D arkest A frica 
for more than thirty years, he died, Sir H enry M. 
Stanley, in 1904.

To be sure, pres­ 
ent needs must be met. and it is present needs that j 
will take most of the appropriations made by con­ 
gress during its last session. Postal business in sev- ! 
eral large cities has grown beyond the capacity of its 
housing, and relief is necessary. Most of the money j 
made available by congress will have to go to these 
places. 
Many smaller cities may have to depend 
upon further appropriations. 
It appears likely that 
conditions in many of the smaller cities are such 
that the need for a -federal building is not pressing. 
It also appears likely that those cities with self-evi­ 
dent stability, assuring future growth and develop­ 
ment. are to be given first consideration among the 
smaller cities.

Many millions of dollars a year In products. 
At 
to the future, we instance 5000 acres of valencia 
oranges not yet in bearing, added to the thousands 
upon thousands of acres of valencias already grow ­ 
ing. 
A developing coastline, a developing agricul­ 
tural area, in a county close against the fastest grow­ 
ing city in the west, in a county lying between Los 
Angeles and San Diego, both visited by all tourists, j 
There is no reasonable likelihood that Santa Ana will 
do anything else but continue to grow. 
The most 
picturesque coastline in all California, mountains 
close at hand, an ideal California climate and good 
roads that permit enjoyment of both beauties and 
climate the year around are assets that have not 
diminished and will not diminish as the years go by.

When the conduct of men is designed to be influenced, per­ 
suasion. kind, unassuming persuasion, should ever be adopted. 
It 
is an old and true maxim that “a drop of honey catches more flies 
than a gallon of gall.” 
So with men. 
If you would win a man to your cause, first 
convince him that you are his sincere friend. 
Therein is a drop of honey that catches his heart, which, say 
what he will, is the great high road to his reason, and which, when 
once gained, you will find but little trouble in convincing his judg­ 
ment of the justice of your cause, if indeed that cause really be a 
just one. 
On the contrary, assume to dictate to his judgment, or to com­ 
mand his action, or to mark him as one to be shunned and despised, 
and he will retreat within himself, close all the avenues to his head 
and heart, and though your cause be naked truth itself, transformed 
to the heaviest lance, harder than steel, and sharper than steel can 
be made, and though you throw it with more than herculean force 
and precision, you shall be no more able to pierce him than to pene­ 
trate the hard shell of a tortoise with a rye straw. 
Such is man. and to must he be understood by those who would 
lead him, even to his own best interests.

LEAD POISON PERIL 
. 
Th* hum an body is especially susceptible to the 
poisonous qualities of lead. 
In d u strial 
physicians 
have long given attention to th e dangers of lead 
poisoning in m anufacturing p lants 
in 
which 
this 
substance Is m uch used. 
It occurs regularly In painting and printing in ­ 
dustries, in glass m anufacturing and in m any other 
forms of labor. 
It Is not usual, however, to find children and 
especially Infants suffering from this disorder. 
N ev- 
arthel***, Dr. C. F. M cKhann, w orking in the H a r­ 
vard medical school, has found a num ber of such 
lease* in children, secondary to a so rt of perverted 
I appetite. 
Infante and children not infrequently swallow sand, 
coal, cloth, hair or paint, because of the tendency 
> to put everything Into the m outh, and babies e s­ 
pecially will chew p aint from toys, crib# or w ood­ 
work. 
A small dose of the substance is not sufficient to 
produce serious 
sym ptom s 
im m ediately, 
but 
the 
continued taking of sm all am ounts will eventually 
produce some severe disorder. 
The im portance of the m atter m ay be recognized 
from th# fact th at 17 children w ith lead poison­ 
ing were discovered In the children in an Infant'* 
hospital of Boston from Septem ber, 1923, to May, 
1926. 
In three of th# m ost serious cases children 
under two years developed severe sym ptom s from 
chew ing the paint on woodwork and cribs. 
If th# sym ptom s ars discovered sufficiently early, 
treatm ent Is not especially difficult, but the longer 
th# taking of the lead persists the m ore perm anent 
m ay be the changes developing in the body. 
The lead is removed from the body by giving a 
diet very low In calcium . 
Such a diet m ust om it 
milk, eggs, green vegetables and m any fruits which 
are ordinarily the m ost satisfactory substances for 
children. 
It m ay contain, however, m eat, liver, po­ 
tatoes, rice, tom atoes, corn, bananas and m ilk-free 
bread. 
Children should be watched carefully for any d is­ 
orders of the appetite such as have been described, 
and the habit corrected as soon aa possible.
